The Examiner would like to thank the Applicants* representatives for the time and 
courtesies extended during the personal interview on January 25, 2007. As noted by 
Applicants' representatives, the submitted claim amendments and remarks are 
consistent with the issues discussed and agreements reached during the interview. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on August 28, 2006. These drawings are accepted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 142-155 and 157-179 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 142-147, 154, 157-161, 169-171, 176, and 178 are allowed because 

none of the prior art of record discloses or suggests the claimed modified standard ISO 
freight container, in combination with the remaining claimed features. 

Claims 148, 162, and 177 are allowed because none of the prior art of record 
discloses or suggests coupling a proximal end of at least one adjustable strut to one of 
the power generating devices and positioning a distal end of the at least one adjustable 
strut on the ground, in combination with the remaining claimed features. 

Claims 149-153 and 163-167 are allowed because none of the prior art of record 
discloses or suggests the use of at least one vertical pole coupled to a corner of the 
housing, in combination with the remaining claimed features. 
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Claim 155 is allowed because none of the prior art of record discloses or 
suggests connecting the power generating devices to the housing to extend in at least 
four different directions from the housing, in combination with the remaining claimed 
features. 

Claim 168 is allowed because none of the prior art of record discloses or 
suggests coupling the second array of solar panels to the housing via the first array of 
solar panels, in combination with the remaining claimed features. 

Claims 172-175 and 179 are allowed because none of the prior art of record 
discloses or suggests the use of both wind and solar power generating devices, in 
combination with the remaining claimed features. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
